The FBI was then satisfied he had left N.O. 9/25/63, for Texas.

Of course, this could have been 
trigrered by the V^eep incident, tut it wqs before he got arrested. 

The reflection of Oawald^s ended employment by Belly Coffee 
Co. is not that he was fired bpt that Oavrald himself ”termln?ted his employment*^. 

If Oswald left N.O. 9/25, it would seem thot some oxplsnntlcn la 
required for his having ’’sent” his forwarding address **on Spetember 26”, the 
next day, when he was en route somewhere or had gotten there.

It is clear that the reason the Oswald's left Orleans vod known 
to the geverament. It is oonsietent with tne *^arina-^alne ccrrespondeuca and 
wee simply for childbirth, where •^arlna could comminicote with someone. 

Unless a new file waa et the tlmeof this report established, or 
had been August 5, the earliest other date of interest disclosed in this 
report, the deilgnation under "Character” seams strange, for it Includes 
"Cuba". The original Oswald file, from the time of hie defection, sould 
not, ordinarily and from what is known, hove Included "Cuba”. Here It la 
"INTSPaA.! SSCURITY-R-CUBA" . 


?!fhan Fiaack says "subject admitted being a Marxist in radio 
broadcast" and ioQsn*t soy "tape enclosed", I think he Is actually saying 
or acknowlodglng the tape had earlier been obtained. If the FBI had it, there 
la no Indication in the ’»TC material. I am inclined to think they had it. It 
is the kind of thing they*d want and would get. Sspecially because they had 
an ongoing investigation, NO T-1 having reported 7/23 of his box rental and 
NO T-2 having "adviaed on June 26” of Oswald's d'une 10 letter to the Worker. 
If NO T-2 is Q ^^ev/ Oileane source, this means the FBI had a watch (or some 
agency did) on Oswald not leas than six days prior to the Wasp picketing. 

All of this makes even more intereatiite the absence of any af fi- 
davit saying he had no connection v,ith LHO by Kiaack.
